This we lay to the ap­ 
peals* made to the American people to 
purchase the bonds,out of their earn­ 
ings, paying for the. from week to 
week or from month to month.

Perhaps the readers of tile Messen­ 
ger would be glad to know the rain­ 
fall in this part of Wise county for 
the year 1917. 
I have kept a fairly 
accurate record oi the year’s 
pie- 
eipitation at my farm, two and a half 
miles northeast of Decatur, which is 
as follows; 
J an way, I inch; Feb. 2.1ft; March 
1.15; April 4.65; May 5.00; June 
1.75? July 4.70; August 2.85; Sept. 
2.on; October 
.15; Nov. 1.35; Dec. 
.Oft; total 26.70. 
I do not know 
Just what our average yearly rainfall 
is. but understand it is about 30 inch 
es. and probably a little above. Last 
year's record then shows about 
4 
inches below normal. It will be- not­ 
ed that the record for 1917 varies 
from 5 inches in May to .15 in Oct. 
aud to nothing in December. 
We 
begin the new year with a dry sub­ 
soil and very little moisture in the 
surface.

January, 1880, and yet it was a good 
crop year, the rainfall being abund­ 
ant and well distributed through the 
growing season.
